At the late session of the Legislature a bill
was passed incorporating the Internaiional
Steamship Company, which still remains in the
possession of Governor Geary. Tho object of
thia corporation was the construction of an im-
mense ship-yard on the Delaware for the balld-
ing of irem ships. Quite a number of these
yuards have already been established in the vi-
einity of Chester. Thore is atill room for twice
as many more, and there s no reason why the
Delaware ehould not become to the United
States what the Clyde Is to Great Britaln. On
that river—the Clyde—several such establish-
ments employ each five or slx thousand men,
and some of these have been bullt at a cost of a
million pounde sterling. It I8 such works that
have made England the great ship-building
mart of the world, and will continue natil we
rival them to give her the commerclal supre-
macy to which we are entitled by eur position,
resources, and national power.

The opinion of Admiral FPorter was asked as
to the locatlon, and In reply he forwarded the
following communication:

Last evening at about itwenly minutes of K
o'clock Mr, J. Urawterd Dawss, secretary and
treasurer of the Sprace afid Pine Streets Rall-
road Company left his home in company, with
his wife for the purpose of paylng a visit toa
gick Indy friend, The friend resided on Pine
street, between 11th and 12th, at whose house

Mr, Dawes leit his wife and went to the house of

anothier friend to transact some business, insending
to return in the latter part of the evening. Hy
twenty minutes after 9 the business was transacbed,
which being too soon to call Tor his ~ife, Mr. Dawes
wilked to Tenth and Bpruce to look after the cars of
his line, He touk his stand upon the curbstone on
Spruce street, between Ninth and Acorn slley, to
watch the cars,  He had gtood lopg enough for two
cars to pass and for snother oue to come into Aight,
when a policeman, with red halr and Iriah brogus,
siepped up sud told him to move on or he would oe
arrestod,
Mr. Dawes sald that he had business there, and
wonld not move on, and stated why he stood l.lluru.
Some words passed between the pardes, after which
the gentleman expressed s willingnesgs to be ar-
regiea If any charge could be brooght agalast him,
and offerea to go with the omMcer elther to the
station, the Mayor's office, orthe Lieuteanut's house,
on Tenth strect.  The oilicer started to go with him
tothe Mayor's oMcee, but on reaching Ninth street
pald that he bad business and couldn's go,

Mr, Dawes then walted for another car, when the
policeman again came up and sald that he had been
insulted by 1ne lnuguage tint hind been used, Mr,
Dawes gald the. he was 6till ready to go before the
Mayor, or any othér proper person, whereupon the
oMeer gald, *Why, you must censider yourself of
considerable lmporiasce;” to which the gentleman
replled thal he was just a8 good a cltizen as the
officer. On recelving this reply the ofMeer selzed
Mr. Dawes by the coat and dragged him to the sta-
tion houre, on Filfteenth street, where he oharged
him with interfering with the duties of an oMmoeer,
hiad him searched, and put in & dirty cell with two
drunken men and two others who were in u most
flithy condition.

It 8o happened that one of the employes of the
rond had seen Mr, Dawes arrested on Spruce street,
and hoad rushed off 10 wo alderman and procared &
paper, for which he pald §3, with which he caused
the prisoper to be Bet a8 lberty on a promise of ap-
pearing at a hesring this morning. The policeman,
who when agked for his number on the previous
night bad gald that he hat no uumber, but that
he was & sergeant and his name was Major, appeared
at the hearing and swore that he had cleared Acorn
alley of some women, and had ordered Mr, Dawes
AWRY alf0, when he wig answered with sach fmpa-
dence that he was compelled to mrrest him. The
alderman sald that $400 ball would be reqoired for
good hehayior, but on the case belug more fully ex-
plained by Mr. Dawes said that he would recelve his
OWD recognizance,

Mr, Dawes a respongible gentieman, and vouches
for this entire statement over hig own signature. He
saye that the policeman was very rade throughout,
and was undoubtedly drunk. He states that he
called to see Mayor I'ox this moralng In relation to
the matter, in company with the President of the
rond, but conld not ebtaln access to him on acconnt
of his being engaged with pohiticians, Under theso
clreumstances, he takes this eourse of making the
matter publie, thinking that something shoald be
done to prevent unofending cltizens from becoming
Hinbile to insult and great Inconvenience at the hands
of policemen,

The Pestilence Still ot its Work -The Bonrd of
Henlih Ulenusing the Oistrict,

The relapsing fever, which has created such
conglernation in the Bedford street section of
the city, I8 still under full headway, but the
Board of Health are now fully aroused, and are
hard at work renovating the infected district.
Gange of men are now at work, part of them
being engaged in whitewashing, and others
in cleaning out the filthy cellars
which have been used for lodging
surposes, and have become the nests of the
ever, ‘The acenmulation of filth In these
wretched abodes 18 perfectly frightful to con-
template, and when one gets o sight of it, the
preeence of a deadly fever ceases Lo canse sur-
prigse. The whole neighborhiood needs a tho-
rough eleanting, and has long needed it, even
without the inceuntive of the relapsing
fever. Williams, the inspector of the
Board of Health, who has been
on duty in thig distric¢t; has been supplanted by
Mr, Martin, a change that was very desirable,
and promises to be productive of much benefit.
The Inspector and the medical stafl of the Board
of Health make their headgnarters at the Mission
Houge, No. 619 Bedford street, where they can
be congulted by all who ave interested,

Yesterday sixteen persons stricken down by
the fever were removed to the Smallpox Hos-
pital, and about the game number to-day. The
ambulance makes three trips dally, startiong
from the Mission House, where applleation for
transportation can be made to the Rev. J, D,
Long.

A telegram received from London a few days
gioce annoonced that & rumor waa In cireala-
tion to the effect that the American Uonsul st
Yeddo, Japan, had beea killed by the natives.
The Buffalo Conuvnercial ol May 2, referring to
the subject, says: —

The gentleman alluded to Is Charles O, Shepard,
of this city, formerly Clerk to the Board of Niagara
Frontier Pollce Commissioners, an estimable young
mau, ano .ne 7 anususl ALY for Nis yeers,
Nothing beyond the desputenh alluded to {8 known
in regard to this painful rumor, and some time will
probably elapse before authentic information is re-

The following extract from a letter written by Mr.
Shepard ton friend in this city, bearing date Yado
March 00, and recelved foar days since, govs vo snow
that tronble was apprehended at Yeddo, and also,
we are pained to admil, te strengthen the proba-
bility of the troth of the report concerning the mar-
der of the United States Consul ;—

“There I8 going to be & ‘row,” & war in Japan, and
